The application has been amended as follows: Claims 17-27, to non-elected 
invention(s), have been cancelled. Applicants authorized cancellation of these claims 
while reserving all rights to file divisional application(s) to the subject matter therein. 
Claims 14-16 have been rejoined. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
as cited to Weinberg et al., WO 02/14429, teaches applicants' claimed composition with 
calcium carbonate of the required particle size and low average aspect ratio, however, 
there is no teaching in the reference or in any of the cited prior art that the ratio of Na to 
Ca is of any significance. Applicants have demonstrated in the examples presented that 
this characteristic is not inherent in the calcium carbonate known and possessing the 
required other characteristics, and this requirement is significant in controlling 
performance. The examples using b 2 or b 4 are compared to b 5 and b 6 , and show these 
facts. Applicants' claims are, therefore, both novel and unobvious over the closest prior 
art as cited. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
